AMERICAN PLAN WINS. 


Mediation Adoyéed by Subcommittee 
at The Hague—No Dissent- 
_ ing Vote. 


The Hague, June 2. — The first com- 
mission, by a vote of 18 to 3, has adopt- 
ed a resolution prohibiting the use of 
dumdum (or flattened bullets). Italy, 
Austria and Great Britain formed the 
minority. 

It was also resolved to prohibit the 
use of explosive from balloons and ex- 
plosive bullets. 

An agreement was found to be im- 
possible on all important proposals and 
the conviction is growing more than 
ever that the work of the first commis- 
sion is doomed to failure. 

The American mediation scheme was 
unanimously adopted at Wednesday’s 
sitting of the sub-committee, which em- 
bodied as Article VII. the scheme pre- 
pared by the sub-committee, with few 
alterations. 

The seeond section of the Red Cross 
committee is also encountering diffi- 
culties, as the American and British 
delegates are opposing the proposed 
regulations as being too stringent. 

London, June 2.—The correspondent 
of the Daily News at The Hague says: 
Mr. Frederick Holls, secretary of the 
American delegation, is the author of 
the American mediation proposals. In 
one of the most forcible and lucid 
speeches the conference has yet heard, 
he argued the utility of special media-

! Otis Says That 30,000 Troops Will 


Be Necessary. 


FULL DISPATCH NOT MADE PUBLIC. 


Secretary Alger Intimates That a 
Call for 10,000 Volunteers May He 
Made—Murder of Capt. Til- 
ley Is Avenged. 


Washington, June 2. — Replying to 
the inquiries of the secretary of war, 
Gen. Otis telegraphs that he is still of 
the opinion that 30,000 troops will be 
necessary for the effective control of 
the Philippines. 

Secretary Alger took Gen. Otis’ cable- 
gram to the president, and after a con- 
ference with him stated that the text 
of the dispatch would not be made pub- 
lic as it contained other matters besides 
an answer to his inquiry of Wednesday. 


“It reaffirms Gen. Otis’ estimate made 
Some time ago,” said the secretary, “that 
30,000 men would be sufficient to cope with 
the situation. As I stated Wednesday, the 
regulars now on the way or under orders 
to go to the Philippines will give Gen. Otis 
about 24,000 or 25,000 men after the with- 
drawal of the volunteers.” 

May Call for 10,000 Volunteers. 

“Where wiil the additional 5,000 or 6,000 
men for whom Gen. Otis asks come from?” 
the secretary was asked. 

“That has not been definitely determined 
as yet,” he replied. 

“We may be able to take the additional 
troops asked for from the regulars now 
located in this country, Cuba and Porto 
Rico, or it may be found advisable to mus- 
ter in volunteers.” 

“In case it is decided to call for volun- 
teers will the call only be for the 5,000 or 
6,000 men niecessary to bring Gen. Otis’ total 
up to 30,000?’ 

“If volunteers are called for,” replied 
the secretary, ‘‘the call will probably be 
for 10,000 men.’’

DESIRES NO CHANCE, 


Bimetallic Convention Wants Chi- 
cago Platform Adopted. 


BURDEN OF RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 


Especial Declaration in Favor of Re- 
tention of Financial Plank—Strong 
Anti-Trust Utterance—Demands 
Bryan’s Renomination, 


Louisville, Ky., June 2. — President 
Tarvin called the bimetallic convention 
to order at 2:30 after which Gen. E. B. 
Finley, of Ohio, introduced the follow- 


ing resolution: 


“Resolved, That with a view of taking 
measures to thoroughly organize for the 
campaign of 1900 a committee be selected 
of which the president of this association 
shall be a member. 

“That said committee be requested to co- 
operate with the national committee in 
perfecting a thorough organization of the 
democratic party throughout all the states 
and territories of the United States, the 
president of this association to name the 
committee.” 

President Tarvin, after the adoption 
of the resolution, appointed the follow- 
ing gentlemen upon the committee: 
John P. Altgeld, Illinois; George Fred 
Williams, Massachusetts; W. J. Over- 
meyer, Indiana; W. J. Semonin, Ken- 
tucky; Allen W. Clark, Indiana. 
President Tarvin is a member by vir- 
tue of the resolution. 

Bimetallism the True Issue. 

The first speaker on the programme 
for the afternoon session was Hon. P. 
Wat Hardin, of Mercer county. He was 
greeted with rounds of hearty applause. 
The speaker lost no time in getting 
down to a discussion of the financial 
queStion. He dealt with the issues, 
which arise therefrom, from the time 
money was first circulated as a stand- 
ard of value, and in brief history 
brought his topic down to the present 
day. Mr. Hardin gave it as his opinion 
that bimetallism is the true issue con- 
fronting the democracy of the United 
States and the one upon which, with 
W. J. Bryan at the head of the party, 
will march to triumphant victory in 
1900. 

Hon. William Goebel, of Covington, 
followed Mr. Hardin. His speech was 
very brief and the gist of it was to the 
effect that the democratic party in the 
selection of a presidential candidate for 
the campaign of 1900 need look no far- 
ther than William J. Bryan and the 
Chicago platform. The trust issue, he 
thought, was of secondary importance 
to the question of bimetallism and one 
which, -under the changes which bi- 
metallism would produce upon the na- 
tion, would be of easy solution. 

After Mr. Goebel Hon. William J. 
Stone made a brief speech, covering in 
substance pretty nearly the same 
ground previously gone over by Gen. 
Hardin and Mr. Goebel and invoking 
the adherence of all good democrats as 
a unit to the principles enunciated in 
1896 at Chicago. With these in sight 
and Mr. Bryan at the helm the good 
Ship of democracy could scarcely fail 
to win the port of success. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Stone’s address the con- 
vention adjourned for Supper. 

The Night Session. 

President Tarvin called the night ses- 
sion to order at eight o’clock and intro- 
duced Hon. Henry Warrum, of Indiana. 
He opened by Saying that he brought 
good greetings from the Hoosier state; 
that the democracy of Indiana had re- 
mained steadfast in its determination 
to have the principles as enunciated in 
the Chicago platform prevail, and that 
it would continue until bimetallism had 
been successful. The speaker directed 
his remarks to the proposed elimina- 
tion of the financial question from the 
next national democratic platform, 
claiming that it was the work of de- 


‘signing politicians who wished to sur- 


render the principles of democracy, 
supplanting the money question. He 
closed with an exhortation to stand by 


bimetallism and victory would be the 


result. An uproar of applause greeted 
Mr. Warrum as he took his seat. 

The committee on a place for meet- 
ing for 1900 recommended that the se- 
lection of a place be deferred and that 
it be referred to a committee with pow- 
er to act and to issue a call in the name 
of the executive committee. The report 
was adopted.

The committee on officers for the en- 
suing year made the following report, 
which was unanimously adopted:

enthusiastically received and unani- 
mously adopted: 


“First—Our faith in bimetallism is vindi- 
cated by events. The necessity for the 
restoration of the double standard was ac- 
knowledged by the president and congress 
in 1897, when a commissioni was sent to Eu- 
rope to entreat other nations to aid in es- 
tablishing bimetallism, and the failure of 
the commission to secure European coop- 
eration confirms the friends of free coinage 
in their belief that relief can only come by 
theindependentaction of the United States. 
The present ratio of sixteen to one is the 
only ratio at which bimetallism can be re- 
stored, and opposition to it is confined to 
those who oppose bimetallism at any ra- 
tio and to those who misapprehend or ig- 
nore the reasons which led three national 
conventions to adopt it. That whatever 
paper money needs to be issued in this 
country to supplement a gold and silver 
currency should be issued directly by the 
government of the United States, without 
the intervention of any bank or corpora- 
tion whatever, 

“Second—We favor and recommend the 
adoption by the democratic national con- 
vention in 1900 of the Chicago platform of 
1896 without change, 

“Third—We especially favor and recom- 
mend the adoption by the democratic na- 
tional convention of 1900 of the financial 
plank in the Chicago platform of 1896 with- 
out change. 

*‘Fourth—We believe that the trust is the 
result, in large measure, of the methods 
that have been used, among which is the 
demonetization of silver, by which the vol- 
ume of currency has been kept below the 
demands of business. We favor the de- 
struction of the result as well as the re- 
moval of the cause. The establishment of 
independent bimetallism at sixteen to one 
would do more to cripple or to destroy the 
organization and operation of the trust 
than any other single act. We favor and 
recommend, therefore, the adoption by the 
democratic national convention of 1900 of an 
appropriate and specific declaration 
against the organization and existence of 
the trust and a promise of legislative and 
executive action tending to their extermi- 
nation. 

“Fifth—We hereby express our continued 
confidence in William Jennings Bryan, and 
favor his nomination for the presidency of 
the United States in 1900.”

Marion Clark, the Kidnaped Child, 
Discovered in a Farmhouse 
Near Sloatsburg, N. Y. 


_Garnerville, N. Y., June 2.—Marion 
Clark, the 21-months-old child kidnaped 
from her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Clark, of New York city, on May 21, was 


` discovered two miles south of Sloats- 


burg, a village about eight miles from 
here, Thursday afternoon. She was 
found at the farmhouse of Charles You- 
mans and was in custody of Mrs. Jennie 


Wilson, who took the baby to that | 


place during the early part of last week. 
Mrs. Wilson was accompanied by her 
husband and stated to Mrs. Youmans 
that she wanted board for the little girl 
for the summer. Mrs. Wilson said that 
she had made arrangements with her 
husband to send all correspondence to 
her by way of the St. Johns post office, 
which is a few miles from Sloatsburg.

the last 11 months amounted to $573,- 
709,972, as against $395,523,105 for the 
corresponding period last year.

TELLS OF HIS NEEDS. 


! Otis Says That 30,000 Troops Will 


Be Necessary. 


FULL DISPATCH NOT MADE PUBLIC. 


Secretary Alger Intimates That a 
Call for 10,000 Volunteers May He 
Made—Murder of Capt. Til- 
ley Is Avenged. 


Washington, June 2. — Replying to 
the inquiries of the secretary of war, 
Gen. Otis telegraphs that he is still of 
the opinion that 30,000 troops will be 
necessary for the effective control of 
the Philippines. 

Secretary Alger took Gen. Otis’ cable- 
gram to the president, and after a con- 
ference with him stated that the text 
of the dispatch would not be made pub- 
lic as it contained other matters besides 
an answer to his inquiry of Wednesday. 


“It reaffirms. Gen. Otis’ estimate made 
some time ago,” said the secretary, “that 
30,000 men would be sufficient to cope with 
the situation. As I stated Wednesday, the 
regulars now on the way or under orders 
to go to the Philippines will give Gen. Otis 
about 24,000 or 25,000 men after the with- 
drawal of the volunteers.” 

May Call for 10,000 Volunteers. 

“Where will the additional 5,000 or 6,000 
men for whom Gen. Otis asks come from?” 
the secretary was asked. 

“That has not been definitely determined 
as yet,” he replied. 

“We may be able to take the additional 
troops asked for from the regulars now 
located in this country, Cuba and Porto 
Rico, or it may be found advisable to mus- 
ter in volunteers.” 

“In case it is decided to call for volun- 
teers will the call only be for the 5,000 or 
6,000 men necessary to bring Gen. Otis’ total 
up to 30,000?” 

“If volunteers are called for,” replied 
the secretary, “the call will probably be 
for 10,000 men.” 

Treacherous Natives Punished, 


Washington, June 2.—The war de- 


-partment has received the following 


dispatch from Gen. Otis at Manila, 
dated June 1: 


“Smith reports from Negros that he has 
punished insurgents who murdered Capt. 
Tilley; that eastern coast of island is now 
under American flag and inhabitants ask 
protection against robber bands; the bands 
pursued into mountains by United States 
and native troops severely punished.” 


Gen. Lawton’s New Command. 

Manila, June 2.—Gen. Lawton has 
been given command of the defenses of 
the city and troops forming the line 
around Manila, which will be his divi- 
sion. 

Gen. MacArthur commands the out- 
lying garrisons and the troops holding 
the railroad and river. 

: Another Engagement, 

London, June 2.—A special dispatch 
from Manila says that the insurgents 
attacked the outposts of the Fifty-first 
lowa regiment at San Fernando, and 
that two Americans were hit.

Seattle, Wash., June 2.—The Hong- 
Kong Daily Press reports that the

President Tarvin, after the adoption 
of the resolution, appointed the follow- 
ing gentlemen upon the committee: 
John P. Altgeld, Illinois; George Fred 
Williams, Massachusetts; W. J. Over- 
meyer, Indiana; W. J. Semonin, Ken- 
tucky; Allen W. Clark, Indiana. 
President Tarvin is a member by vir- 
tue of the resolution. 

Bimetallism the True Issue. 

The first speaker on the programme 
for the afternoon session was Hon. P. 
Wat Hardin, of Mercer county. He was 
greeted with rounds of hearty applause. 
The speaker lost no time in getting 
down to a discussion of the financial 
queštion. He dealt with the issues, 
which arise therefrom, from the time 
money was first circulated as a stand- 
ard of value, and in brief history 
brought his topic down to the present 
day. Mr. Hardin gave it as his opinion 
that bimetallism is the true issue con- 
fronting the democracy of the United 
States and the one upon which, with 
W. J. Bryan at the head of the party, 
will march to triumphant victory in 
1900. 

Hon. William Goebel, of Covington, 
followed Mr. Hardin. His Speech was 
very brief and the gist of it was to the 
effect that the democratic party in the 
selection of a presidential candidate for 
the campaign of 1900 need look no far- 
ther than William J. Bryan and the 
Chicago platform. The trust issue, he 
thought, was of secondary importance 
to the question of bimetallism and one 
which, under the changes which bi- 
metallism would produce upon the na- 
tion, would be of easy solution. 

After Mr. Goebel Hon. William J. 
Stone made a brief speech, covering in 
substance pretty nearly the same 
ground previously gone over by Gen. 
Hardin and Mr. Goebel and invoking 
the adherence of all good democrats as 
@ unit to the principles enunciated in 
1896 at Chicago. With these in sight 
and Mr. Bryan at the helm the good 
Ship of democracy could scarcely fail 
to win the port of success. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Stone’s address the con- 
vention adjourned for Supper. 

The Night Session. 

President Tarvin called the night ses- 
sion to order at eight o’clock and intro- 
duced Hon. Henry Warrum, of Indiana. 
He opened by Saying that he brought 
good greetings from the Hoosier state; 
that the democracy of Indiana had re- 
mained steadfast in its determination 
to have the principles as enunciated in 
the Chicago platform prevail, and that 
it would continue until bimetallism had 
been successful. The Speaker directed 
his remarks to the proposed elimina- 
tion of the financial question from the 
next national democratic platform, 
claiming that it was the work of de. 
signing politicians who wished to sur- 
render the principles of democracy, 
supplanting the money question. He 
closed with an exhortation to stand by 


bimetallism and victory would be the 


result. An uproar of applause greeted 
Mr. Warrum as he took his seat. 

The committee on a place for meet- 
ing for 1900 recommended that the se- 
lection of a place be deferred and that 
it be referred to a committee with pow- 
er to act and to issue a call in the name 
of the executive committee. The report 
was adopted.

President Tarvin introduced Hon. E.

THE BABY IS FOUND. 


Marion Clark, the Kidnaped Child, 
Discovered in a Farmhouse 
Near Sloatsburg, N. Y. 


_Garnerville, N. Y., June 2.—Marion 
Clark, the 21-months-old child kidnaped 
from her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Clark, of New York city, on May 21, was 


“discovered two miles south of Sloats- 


burg, a village about eight miles from 
here, Thursday afternoon. She was 
found at the farmhouse of Charles You- 
mans and was in custody of Mrs. Jennie 
Wilson, who took the baby to that 
place during the early part of last week. 
Mrs. Wilson was accompanied by her 
husband and stated to Mrs. Youmans 


that she wanted board for the little girl 


for the summer. Mrs. Wilson said that 
she had made arrangements with her 
husband to send all correspondence to 
her by way of the St. Johns post office, 
which is a few miles from Sloatsburg. 
Mrs. Wilson catled at the St. Johns post 
office a number of times during the past 
few days. 

Wednesday morning Mrs. Wilson 
‘went to the post office, taking Marion 
with her, as she had done on several oc- 
casions before. Mrs. Carry, the post- 
mistress, delivered to her only one let- 
ter. The Clark baby: attracted the 
country people by her appearance, her 
large blue eyes and pink complexion 
being particularly noticeable. 
curiosity which the child aroused made 
her captors grow uneasy, and they 
kept her closely confined at the You- 
mans home. As soon as the notices of 
the abduction reached the neighbor- 
hood the people began to suspect that 
the child was Marion Clark. They felt 
positive of it because the child wore the 
Same clothes as at the time when she 
was stolen. 

As soon as Deputy Sheriff William H. 
Charlston learned of the abduction he, 
taking his clews from pictures of the 
child and the descriptions given him by 
people who saw her, went to the farm- 
house of Charles Youmans and found 
Mrs. Wilson, from whom he demanded 
the child. Mrs. Wilson was indignant 
and claimed she knew nothing what- 
ever of the child. The deputy sheriff 
produced a warrant, arrested the wom- 
an and demanded information as to the 
whereabouts of the child. At this Mrs. 
Wilson weakened and made a confes- 
sion. The baby was then produced and 
the sheriff took both prisoner and child 
to Magistrate Herbert at West Haver- 
straw. 

Mrs. Wilson refuses to make a full 
statement. She is the daughter of Mrs. 
J. J. McNally, of Goshen, N. Y., to whom 
she wrote a letter explaining her plight. 
Marion Clark, the child, is in good 
health. She has no hat and her shoes 
show much rough handling. Her cloth- 
ing is also much soiled. The identifica- 
tion is complete, even to the red birth- 
mark described in the circulars issued 
by the chief of police of New York. Ar- 
thur Clark, the father of the abducted 
baby, arrived here at 6:30 o’clock Thurs- 
day evening, accompanied by Sergt. 
Morris, of Capt. McClusky’s staff. Mr. 
Clark immediately identified the child 


found in the custody of Mrs. Jennie 


Wilson by Deputy Sheriff Charlston as 
his lost Marion.

ENTERED AT THE P. O. AT ANN ARBOR AND 
YPSILANTI AS SECOND CLASS MATTER. 


The Joint Traffic association has de- 
cided to combat government owner- 
ship of the railroads as an experiment 
altogether too exipensive even for this 


rich country. In proof of this assertion 


it is stated that the 184,428 miles of 
railroads in the United States is cap- 
italized at $10,635,008,074, or nearly $60,- 
000 per mile. Add to this capitalization 
the funded debt of $5,364,645,255, and 
we have a grand ‘total of about $16,000,-- 
000,000. It is taken for granted that if 
the government should elect to assume 
railroad ownership it would be stupid 
enough to pay the exorbitant and ut- 
terly ridiculous capitalization of $60,000 
a mile for the various lines. This cap- 
italization is more ‘than two-thirds of 
it pure water; but the government does 
not contemplate ownership just at 
present, and, therefore, this argument. is 


gratuitous.

‘The so-called legislative farmers’ 
club, with headquarters at the capital, 
evidently mean business. According to 
a Lansing dispatch, it has decided to 
push a bill to place a specific tax on 
the output of copper and iron mines. 
The bill was prepared by Fred A. 
Baker, of Detroit, and is in the hands 
of Representative Goodyear. It pro- 
poses to tax copper mines according to 
their output, the rate being one-half 
cent on mines producing 50,000,000 
pounds or more per year, and running 
flown to one-sixteenth of a ‘cent on the 
smaller mine. The one-half cent tax 
would catch only the Calumet & Hecla, 
and mines like the Tamarack, Quincy 
and Osceola would pay one-quarter of 
a cent. The tax on iron is placed at 
‘three cenits a ‘ton, but this may be re- 
duced to two cents. It was also decided 
to refuse to set any day for adjourn- 
ment until the senate has passed this 
bill, as well as a measure to raise the 
tax on railroads.

During 
the discussion passers-by got an inkling 
of the seriousness of the situation by 
hearing a vigorous word shoot from the 
lips of ithe venerable president.

RUMORS OF A CONTEMPLATED CHANGE 
IN THE U. OF M. 


AND THAT DEAN 


HUTCHINS MAY BE 


PRESIDENT NEXT YEAR. 


It is with a great deal of reluctance 
that The Times feels obliged to make 
more public the rumors that have been 
floating ‘around in University circles 
concerning a matter of deep import to 
the institution, but these rumors nave 
assumed such dimensions that their 
publicity in their entirety is only a 
question of a few weeks, and, in conse- 
quence, it feels that no injury can be 
done anyone so long as the matter is 
soon to be brought out in a more au- 
thoritative way. | 

It is stated that there are three mem- 
bers of the board of regents who stand 
ready to promote President Angell’s 
resignation, and that there are others 
on the board who will accept it if it is 
tendered. There is not a single mem- 
ber of the board who does not give Dr. 
Angell all due respect, honor and credit 
for the work he has accomplished in 
bringing the University of Michigan 
from the insignificant standard of other 
state institutions of the West up to the 
standard that is surpassed by none that 


are backed by the millions of private. 


endowments and the prestige of years. 
Dr. Angell has, it might be said, de- 
voted his life energy, education and 
eminent discretion to the attainment of 
his cherished hopes for the institution, 
and his great and wonderful accom- 
plishment has made for him an endear- 
ing monument that is as grand as it is 
immortal, and as immortal as it is 
grand. There is a feeling among the 
board that he is entitled to more of a 
rest than the arduous duties of the 
presidency devolves upon the incum- 
bent, and that a younger man is neces- 
sary to perform the more active duties 
of that position. There is an underly- 
ing trend of action looking towards the 
supplanting of Dean Hutchins for the 
head of the institution, and if not the 


decapitation, the shelving of Dr. Angell 
as president ementus. . 

It is further said that the hastening 
of this contemplated action on the part 
of the board is due to the fact that the 
University of Iowa has been negotiat- 
ing with Dean Hutchins to accept 
the presidency of that institution, and 
the rumor has it that. when - Prof. 
Hutchins went to Iowa City to look the 
ground over he received a : telegram 
from some one or more members. of the 
board here that gave him such an as- 
surance of what was in store for him 
at Ann Arbor, that he declined to en- 
ter into any further negotiations with 
the Iowa people. It was given out as 
an official statement at the time that 
the question of tendering him the 
presidency had not been, considered by 
the board of regents of Iowa, but it al- 
ways did look very suspicious that he 
should take a special itrip out there un- 
less it was to talk the matter over with 
the governing power of that western 
institution. 


Dean Hutchins made a most efficient. 


acting president while Dr. Angell was 
in Turkey as minister from the United 
States, but Dr. Angell has a host of 
friends of ‘the institution Who would 
hate to see him displaced at this time. 

The Times only repeats that there 
are rumors afloat on the lines above re- 
ported, and these rumors say ‘that the 
change will be attemipted to be made 
during the coming commencement 
week. 

If there is any fight to ensue, it is not 
The Times’, which is simply giving to 
the public at this time what is due 
them from a public paper. 

The friends of Dr. Angell are en- 
titled to become acquain'ted with these 
rumors. If they are true, they want to 
know thiem. 

Some might ask why their truth or 
falsity is not confirmed or denied by 
those in authority, but to anyone who 
has ever tried to get any news out of 
those authorities, except just that much 
which they wished published, the use- 
lessness of such an attemipt is very 
manifest.

WON'T BE BUILT 


ASKS THE SENATE TO RECALL/FOR SOME TIME—PROJECT IS 


UNIVERSITY BILL. 


INDEFINITELY POSTPONED. 


BEFORE HE ACTS UPON THE)ROAD WOULD COST $200,000 MORE 


MEASURE. 


The following is Governor Pingree’s 
message to the legislature in regard to 
the University bill: 

To the Senate: For the same reasons 
given in my communication to you of 
May 21, relating to the appropriation for 
the state agricultural college, I re- 
spectfully request that you recall sen- 
ate bill No. 482 providing for an in- 
crease of the mill tax for the state úni- 
versity, so that you may give it fur- 
ther consideration before I act upon it. 
I desire to recommend that you amend 
the bill by fixing the tax at one-fifth 
of a mill on each dollar of taxable 
property, instead of one-fourth of a 
mill. 

At the present rate, namely, one-sixth 
of a mill, the university receives $184,- 
000. At one-fifth of a mill it would re? 
ceive $220,800, an increase of $36,800 per 
year, of $73,600 for the years 1899 and 
1900. At one-fourth of a mill it would 
receive $276,000. 

It will therefore -be seen that if the 
mill tax is reduced from one-fourth of 
a mill, as provided in senate bill No. 
482, to one-fourth of a mill, the saving 
to the state will amount to $€5,200 per 
year, or $110,400 for\the years 1899 and 
1900. 

I would also recommend that you 
amend the bill so that the tax to þe 
levied in 1899 shall cover the appropria- 
tion for the period commencing Jan. 1, 
1899, and closing June 30, 1900, anid the 
tax for 1900 cover appropriations for 
the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1900, 
and closing June 30, 1901. This sugges- 
tion is made so that this appropriation 
shiall conform to other appropriation 
laws of the state for the fiscal instead 
of the calendar year. This change is 
requested by the state accountant, and 
it seems to me should ‘be made. 

I fully appreciate the needs of our 
state university, ‘but in view of ‘the 
large appropriations asked for and of 
the fact that no laws have as yet been 
passed to make property now escaping 


{| taxation pay its share of ‘these appro- 


priations, I believe thait the university, 
in common with all state institu'tions, 
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NOW THAN WHEN PLANNED, 


In conversation with Mr. Birkett 
Monday upon the status of the Lansing, 
Dexter and Ann Arbor electric road 
project, he informed a Dexter reporter 
that, owing to the advance in material 
and labor of about 25 per cent, which 
would make the cost of the road $200,- 
006 more than in last December, West- 
inghouse, Ker & Co. have abandoned 
the project for the present. 

He also stated that Mr. Wilmot, of 
Detroit, who had the first option. on 
the construction, wants another, but, 
in Mr. Birkett’s judgment, the condi- 
tions are not practicable. 

While the project has not by 
means been given up, it JTooks 
much as though circumstances might 
cause an indefinite delay in the. con- 
struction of the road.

INJUNCTION AGAINST THE | 
Y & S. RAILWAY MODIFIED. 


The injunction of PE vs. the Yp- 
silanti & Saline road was argued before 
Judge Kinne today. 

The comiplainants live three miles 
west of Ypsilanti and own property for 
three-quarters of a mile on both sides 
of the highway, and they claimed the 
building of the road would injure their 


property by reason of its being’ built | 


so close to their road fence that their 


teams could not get in and out of the | 


gates without going over the cuts and 
fills. Attorney Brown asked that con- 
demnattion proceedings ‘be instituted 
anid that the railway company be made 
to pay damages before ‘building the 
road. : 

Judge Kinne, however, modified the 
injunction with an order that the. com- 
pany lay the railway in conformity 
with the natural grade of the highway, 
(without any cuts and fills) for a dis- 
tance of 20 rods each side of the dwell- 
ing; that it should not be built within 
10 feet of the highway fence on the side 
of the road on which stands the dwell- 
ing, or that it shall go on the other side 
of the highiway; anid that the company 
furnish a bond to pay all damages that 
may hereafter be determined against it 
by reason of the building of the railway 
in front of the Caplin farm.

tion had never been performed, and it 
is confidently expected that the new 
jaw will perform tne same functions 
and with the same facility as the one 
provided by nature.

000,000. It is taken for granted ‘that if 
the, government should elect to assume 
railroad ownership it ‘would be stupid 
enough to pay the exorbitant and ut- 
terly ridiculous capitalization of $60,000 
a mile for the various lines. This cap- 
italization is more ‘than two-thirds of 
it pure water; but the government does 
not contemplate ownership just at 
present, and, therefore, this argument is 
gratuitous. 


“The so-called legislative farmers’ 
club, with headquarters iat the capital, 
evidently mean business. <A'ccording to 
a Lansing dispatch, it has decided to 
push a bill to place a specifica tax on 
the output of copper and iron mines. 
The ‘bill was prepared) by Fred A. 
Baker, of Detroit, and is in the hands 
of Representative Goodyear. It pro- 
poses to tax copper mines according to 
their output, the rate being one-half 
cent on mines producing 50,000,000 
pounds or more per year, and running 
down to one-sixteenth of a cent on the 
smaller mine. ‘The one-half cent tax 
would catch only the Calumet & Hecla, 
and mines like the Tamarack, Quincy 
and Osceola would pay one-quarter of 
a cent. The tax on iron is placed at 
‘three cenits a ton, but this may be re- 
duced to two cents. It was also decided 
to refuse to set any day for adjourn- 
ment until tthe senate has passed this 
bill, as well as a measure to raise the 
tax on railroads.

And again the unexpected has hap- 
pened. His Excellency, the Governor 
of Michigan, ‘the Honorable Hazen $. 
Pingree, refuses to sign the University 
one-fourth mill tax bill passed by both 
nouses of the legislature, and has sent 
a special message to the legislature 
setting forth his reasons, which appear 
in another column of this issue of The 
Times, why the amount of money to be 
appropriated for the- needs of Michi- 
gan’s great educational institution, 
should be curtailed. 'The action of the 
governor is certainly a great disap- 
pointment to the friends of the Univer- 
sity, who are anxious to see the insti- 
tution prosper and keep pace with the 
growth of the great state of Michigan. 
Evidently the governor is carrying out 
his program of refusing ito sanction any 
appropriation bills as passed by the 
houses until some provision shall have 
been made for increasing the taxation 
on corporations. But whly should the 
` innocent be made to suffer for the 
wrongs of the guilty?

PAVING WILL BE STARTED ON 
WASHINGTON ST, 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS DE- 
CIDES UPON BRICK.: 


The board of public works held a 
meeting last evening and opened up 
the ‘bids for the paving job on Wash- 
ington st., from Ashley to Fifth ave. 
The asphalt people made a nervy bid 
to get the contract. ‘The total amount 
of the costs under the different bids 
was as follows: 

Warren Scharf Co. (asphal't)..$13,839 50 
John J. Granville (brick) 12,017 00 
William Clancy (brick) .-...... 11,824 00 

It will be seen that Mr. Clancy’s bid 
‘was $293 under Mr. Granville’s. The 
board ‘then adjourned until this after- 
give the property 
owners a chance to appear before them 
and decide which style of paving, as- 
phalt or brick, should be used. 

J. D. Ryan said he had learned of the 
difference in prices of asphalt and brick 
and that he then passed around a peti- 


tion among the property owners with. 


the result that he got 33 signers for 
brick on the ground that itt is more 
economical and more easily kept in re- 
pair. He said that the majority were 
in favor of brick regardless of the price 
between that and asphalt. He said that 
for business streets he was heartily in 
favor of brick. These 33 represented a 
big majority of the property owners. 

Mr. Keech moved that ‘the property 
owners select three of their number, 
to act with the board of public works, 
to go to Detroit and look over which 
style of brick they desire to be used on 
Washington st. O. M. Martin, Wm. 
Herz and Louis Weinman were select- 
ed. 

Mr. Schleicher moved that the bid of 
Wm. Clancy be accepted, and it was 
adopted unanimously. 

Mr. Clancy was asked how soon work 
would be commenced. Said he: “It all 
depends on how quick that committee 
acts. When they let me know what 
kind of brick they want used, I will 
order the material immediately. But 
I think that work will be started in- 
side of three weeks.”

Dr. Angell has, it might be said, de- 
voted his life energy, education and 
eminent discretion to the attainment of 
his cherished hopes for the institution, 
and his great and wonderful accom- 
plishment has made for him an endear- 
ing monument that is as grand as it is 
immortal, and as immortal as it is 
grand. There is a feeling among the 
board that he is entitled to more of a 
rest than the arduous duties of the 
presidency devolves upon the incum- 
bent, and that a younger man is neces- 
sary to perform the more active duties 
of that position. There is an underly- 
ing trend of action looking towards the 
supplanting of Dean Hutchins for the 
head of the institution, and if not the 


the question of tendering him” the 
presidency had not been, considered by 
the board of regents of Iowa, but it al- 
ways did look very suspicious that he 
should take a special itrip out there un- 
less it was to talk the matter over with 
the governing power of that western 
institution. 

Dean Hutchins made a most eflicient. 
acting president while Dr. Angell was 
in Turkey as minister from the United 
States, but Dr. Angell has a host of 
friends of the institution Who would 
hate to see him displaced at this time.

— COMPROMISE. 


ASKS THE SENATE TO RECALL 
UNIVERSITY BILL. 


BEFORE HE ACTS UPON THE 
MEASURE. 


The following is Governor Pingree’s 
messag'e to the legislature in regard to 
the University bill: 

To the Senate: For the same reasons 
given in my communication to you of 
May 21, relating to the appropriation for 
the state agricultural college, I rə- 
spectfully request that you recall sen- 
ate bill No. 482 providing for an in- 
crease of the mill tax for the state úni- 
versity, so that you may give it fur- 
ther consideration before I act upon it. 
I desire to recommend that you amend 
the bill by fixing the tax at one-fifth 
of a mill on each dollar of taxable 
property, instead of one-fourth of a 
mill. 

Ait the present rate, namely, one-sixth 
of a mill, the university receives $184,- 
000. At one-fifth of a mill it would re? 
ceive $220,800, an increase of $36,800 per 
year, of $73,600 for the years 1899 and 
1900. At one-fourth of a mill it would 
receive $276,000. 

It will therefore be seen that if the 
mill tax is reduced from one-fourth of 
a mill, as provided in senate bill No. 
482, to one-fourth of a mill, the saving 
to the state will amount to $&5,200 per 
year, or $110,400 for\the years 1899 and 
1900. 

I would also recommend that you 
amend the bill so that the tax to be 
levied in 1899 shall cover the appropria- 
tion for the period commencing Jan. 1, 
1899, and closing June 30, 1900, anid the 
tax for 1900 cover appropriations for 
the fiscal year commencing July 1, 1900, 
and closing June 30, 1901. This sugges- 
tion is made so that this appropriation 
shiall conform to other appropriation 
laws of the state for the fiscal instead 
of the calendar year. This change is 
requested by the state accountant, and 
it seems to me should ‘be made. 

I fully appreciate the needs of our 
state university, but in view of ‘the 
large appropriations asked for and of 
the fact that no laws have as yet been 
passed to make property now escaping 
taxation pay its share of ‘these appro- 
priations, I believe thait the university, 
in common with all state institutions, 
should be required to defer new build- 
ings and improvements until the next 
iegislature’ convenes. ‘Before that time 
if the present legislature enacts a law 
creating a state tax board which shall 
see that property, now escaping taxa- 
tion, is placed upon ithe tax rolls, and 
if you authorize the submission of a 
constitutional amendment so that cor- 
porate property may be assessed and 
taxed upon its value, the constitutional 
limitations pointed out by the recent 
decision of the supreme coirt in the 
telephone cases will have been removed, 
and funds can then be provided to meet 
the needs of the state institutions with- 
out increasing the tax burden of the 
small property owners.

WON'T BE BUILT 


FOR SOME TIME—PROJECT IS 
INDEFINITELY POSTPONED. 


ROAD WOULD COST $200,000 MORE 
NOW THAN WHEN PLANNED. 


In conversation with Mr. Birkett 
Monday upon the status of the Lansing, 
Dexter and Ann Arbor electric road 
project, he informed a Dexter reporter 
that, owing to the advance in material 
and labor of about 25 per cent, which 
would make the cost of the road $200,- 
006 more than in last December, West- 
inghouse, Ker & Co. have abandoned 
the project for the present.

A man named Sligh, from Owosso, 
came. here to be treated for a cancer 
trouble of the upper jaw. The surgevii 
made an operation. by which nearly 
three-quarters of the jaw was 
away. As soon as this heals up an 
artificial jaw, constructed of the or- 
dinary rubber used by dentists for false 
teeth, will be made and attached on to 
the part remaining, ard the patient 
will present to all outside appearances 
ithe same countenance as if the opera- 
tion had never been performed, and it 
is confidently expected that the new 
jaw will perform tne same functions 
and with the same facility as the one 
provided by nature. — 

The professor of dentistry has devised 
some strong attachments which makes 
these artificial substitutions nearly as 
strong as the natural ones. 

Just at present Mr. Sligh is being fed 
through a tube and will be compelled 
to submit ‘to this kind of nourishment 
until what remains of his jaw is healed 
up.

Indians in the Lumber Business. 

The Menominee Indians in North- 
eastern Wisconsin are as successful as 
anybody in their lumber operations. 
By the sale of pine logs in years past 
1,200 men, women and children have 
a tribal fund which aggregates about 
$1,000,000 and is still growing. The 
tribe expends about $75,000 a year in 
logging operations and clears $50,000 to 
$100,000 yearly, which is added to the 
fund. 


The World’s Railway. 

A census of the world’s railways re- 
cently compiled gives the following 
figures: In Europe the miles operated 
have risen in four years from 141,552 
to 155,284; in Asia from 22,025 to 26,- 
800; in Africa from 6,522 to 8,169; in 
American from 212,724 to 299,722, and 
in Australia from 12,322 to 13,888, mak- 
ing a total for the world of 433,953, 
against 395,143 four years ago. These 
figures show that Africa meade the 
greatest proportionate advance, that 
continent’s gain being over 25 per cent, 
against 9 per cent in Europe, 22 per 
cent in Asia, 8 per cent in America, 
12% per cent in Australia, and nearly 
10 per cent for the entire world. The 
length of the world’s railways in 1895 
of 433,953 miles is more than seven- 
teen times the circumference of the 
earth at the equator. The North Amer- 
ican continent has a greater mileage 
than the rest of the world combined.
